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Continuation of 13. Other: The amendment is non-compliant with the procedures required to amend an application as stated in article 
714.II.C.B.(Manual of Patenting Examiner Procedures). Specifically markings to indicate the changes that have been made relative to the 
immediate prior version is not being done and it is very difficult for the examiner to determine what has been changed. The examiner is 
seeing underlines and strike-throughs still in the list of claims which were added on 4/9/06, 8/28/05, 6/29/05 and 22/22/05.
